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node, and then sending the combined segments to the second node. The combiner node (i.e. 
router) is also configured to split a data packet coming from the second node destined to the first 
node, and then sending the split segments to the first node. The respective combining and 
splitting is performed at the intermediate combiner node so as to reduce processing and storage 
resources consumed by the first/second nodes.
